GOP Proposal Puts

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A 
House showdown is due today on 
a Republican plan to siphon $15 
million a year in highway funds 
into the coffers of local govern­ 
ments to help with their road 
costs. Democratic Gov. Michael 
V. DiSalle opposes it. 
The shift of funds was promised 
in the 1960 Republican state plat­ 
form. The bill is sponsored by 
Rep. Gail Porterfield, R-Knox. 
Despite the governor’s repeated 
expressions of opposition because, 
he says, the state needs the money 
to help match federal contribu­ 
tions 
for 
highway 
construction, 
House Democrats haven’t deter­ 
mined their stand on the issue. 
They plan a caucus before the 
bill comes to a vote. 
House 
Speaker 
Roger 
Cloud, 
Logan County Republican, insists 
the state can afford the financial 
help to hard-pressed local govern 
ments and still have plenty of 
matching money left. 
The embattled bill to extend 
Jobless benefits on the state level, 
meanwhile, has hit another snag. 
The House has voted unanimously 
not to accept Senate amendments 
to the GOP-sponsored measure 
That throws the non-emergency 
bill into a conference committee 
of the two houses which will try 
to resolve the differences.

Sponsors of the state bill told 
the House further changes are 
needed in the riddled measure be­ 
cause both houses knocked out 
the emergency clause.

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Too Early For DIED To Die 


The government Operations Committee of 
the Ohio House is nearing the windup of a 
series of hearings on a bill to abolish the De­ 
partm ent of Industrial and Economic De­ 
velopment 


The measure would 
re-establish 
the old 
Ohio Economic Development and Publicity 
Division of the Department of Commerce Its 
sponsors offer two basic arguments rn favor 
of the proposal: 


1 
Publicity is the only justifiable function 
of the department, and the old division could 
handle publicity much more cheaply. 
2 Many local and area development groups 
have been working for years on other aspects 
of industrial growth, 
and 
the 
department 
should not be allowed to interfere with those 
efforts. 
In their arguments before the committee. 
however, proponents of abolition of the de­ 
partm ent have: 
I Based most of their criticism of the de­ 
partment on its publicity 
functions, 
wh'ch 
seems to be inconsistent with their premise 
2. Failed to show that the department is 
Interfering with the work of local 
develop­ 
ment groups 
In fact, the departm ent’s defenders empha­ 
size the state agency is intended to promote 
the economic interests of all Ohio by helping 
and coordinating the work of the local groups. 


THE DEFENDERS also argue that there is 
a great deal more to economic growth than 
mere advertising They cite research, com­ 
pilation of vast amounts of information vital 
to corporate decisions to move or expand, ef­ 
fective planning for the state as a whole and 
its subdivisions, the availability of a cabinet- 
level agency as a contact point for inter­ 
ests both inside and outside the state 
There is validity to the argument that in 
these phases the department has not had 
enough time to prove its worth. Authorized 
by the 1959 session of the General Assem­ 
bly at the request of Gov Michael V. DiSalle. 
the new agency has been in existence only 
lf months 
Most of that time has been spent in or­ 
ganizing the department and building up the 
background of information it needs to do 


the job assigned to it 
Whether, from this 
point, it can begin to show tangible results is 
a question to be decided in the future 
There is no argument that industrial de­ 
velopment is highly competitive There is no 
questioning the fact that rival states have 
been spending more money and working 
harder than Ohio 
Consequently, a decision to abolish the de­ 
partment at this time would be premature 
If, in th next couple of years, the depart­ 
ment proves that it can meet and win the 
competition with other 
states, 
the 
money 
spent on it will be viewed as a wise invest­ 
ment. 
If. on the other hand no tangible evidence 
exists that the department is accomplishing 
that purpose, it will be time to reduce its 
status to that of the old division 


IN VIEW of the economic crossroads at 
which Ohio now stands, it would be better to 
postpone the decision on the department's fate 
at least until the General Assembly's 1963 
regular session It would be foolish to kill it 
off now. then decide in a few years it should 
be revived. 
In the meantime, the cost factor can be 
handled adequately by taking a close look at 
the department s budget request for the next 
biennium. 
As with most government agencies, the de­ 
partm ent's money probably can 
be 
pared 
without seriously hampering 
its 
ability 
to 
show whether it should survive

WASHINGTON 
By an accident of history Presi­ 
dent Kennedy inherited the luxury 
of time, and he's using it 
Unlike his three predecessors in 
the White House he didn t have 
to cope with an immediate and 
overwhelming crisis when he took 
office. 
Thus he had tune to take care 
of his problems at home before 
having to plunge into the long- 
range crisis of our wme—dealing 
with Russia. 
Presidents 
Roosevelt. 
Truman 
and Eisenhower all had instant 
crises on their hands when they 
were sworn in 
Roosevelt had to tackle the de­ 
pression. Truman 
had to bring 
World War II to a successful con­ 
clusion 
Eisenhower had to settle 
the Korean War. 
True, 
when 
Kennedy 
became 
president he faced a shambles in 
the Congo and serious trouble in 
Laos He still does 
But there was no Instant and 
gigantic problem in front of him, 
as there was for the others 
Thus 
he was able, as a new 
man to take his time in prepar­ 
ing to talk with the Russians on 
disarmament 
And any immediate problem of 
a 
conference 
with 
P r e m i e r 
Khrushchev was out of the ques­ 
tion—and Khrushchev knew it — 
until he had time to get his think­ 
ing and his house in order 
The trip arranged Tuesday—for 
the 
American 
ambassador 
in 
Moscow to fly to Siberia to bring 
a 
goodwill message from 
Ken­ 
nedy to Khrushchev—was part of 


the time Kennedy still has on his 
side 
Meanwhile he 
is using every 
minute of his tim* to get a host 
of domestic problems out of the 
way before Khrushchev needs all 
his attention 
This explains the rapid-fire vol­ 
ley of messages 
and programs 
with which he has been bombard­ 
ing Congress 
Just giving the messages and 
programs is only the preliminary’. 
Now 
with 
gathering 
speed. 
Congress will be working on Ken­ 
nedy's proposals 
He’ll need mor time for the 
necessary 
in-fighting 
— 
putting 
pressure or, individual members 
of Congress—to vote his way. 
This inheritance of times gives 
him the chance to get the bulk 
of his first year's work—the work 
that has to be done at home— 
before moving 
into 
the 
foreign 
field in person. 
It is notable that neither Ken­ 
nedy nor his secretary of state. 
Dean Rusk 
has yet made any 
profound announcements on for­ 
eign affairs 
The big statements in that field 
will come later as the need for 
his fullest attention to Congress 
begins to recede 
He cannot of course avoid be­ 
ing haunted by the possibility' of 
a Common.st victory .n Laos or 
soir. 
sudden development 
which 
would prove a disaster for the 
West in the Congo 
But at the moment he seems 
to be trying to handle those prob­ 
lem s—through his aides—with one 
hand while he devotes his major 
attention

I .S. Stand On RB47 Loss Remains Unexplained

mysterious 
silence 
hovers 
over Capitol Hill. American lives 
have been lost through the wanton 
act 
of 
the 
Soviet 
government 
but nothing is 
b e i n g done 
about it.

I A et the MOS- David Lawrence 
cow government gets away with a 
flagrant violations of international 
law. 


It was to vindicate this very 
principle—freedom of the seas— 
that 
the 
United 
States 
entered 
World War I after similar attacks 
on .American 
ships by German 
submarines. 
When the U2 was forced down 
last May over Russian territory, 
the Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee rushed into a public in­ 
quiry- 
This made headlines for 
several days and tre Russian press 
exploited the hearing and got con­ 
siderable comfort out of it. 
The committee's objective, 
of 
course, was merely to discredit 
the 
Republican 
administration. 
Now the Senate Foreign Relations 
committee — 
is 
d o m i n ated 
by Democratic administration So 
no such investigation of what hap­ 
pened is being ordered. Nor is 
there to be any formal report ap­ 
parently on the failure of the 
State Department to pursue its 
protests 
There was justification perhaps 
for silence during the period that 
the two surviving American air­ 
men were in jail. Negotiations for 
their release were successfully un­ 
dertaken by the Kennedy admin­ 
istration after such efforts were 
rebuffed 
during 
the 
previous 
months. 
When the fliers were returned 
to the United States, a curious

If the cold war means that the 
rules of hot war are to be applied, 
then the United States and other 
Western countries are missing a 
bet in allowing Russia's trawlers 
to "fish" in waters so close to 
American submarine bases here 
and abroad,

The principle is clear—the Rus­ 
sians are responsible for the loss 
of four American airmen 
Will the administration insist up­ 
on redress’ 
W'ill it ask for clarification of 
the issues involved, so that further 
incidents may be avoided? 
Or will the hush-hush policy that 
began recently be continued, 
in 
the hope presumably of avoiding 
any sharp talk with the Soviets 
on any subject whatsoever’ 
If so, then the theory will gain 
ground that appeasement is a bet­ 
ter way to run foreign relations 
than with firmness and resolute­ 
ness 
The American people are. of 
course entitled to know just what 
the Kennedy administration's at­ 
titude is toward the loss of Ameri­ 
can citizens on the high seas re­ 
sulting from a deliberate attack 
without warning on American lives 
and property.
